Husband and wife lay dead next 
to each other inside their home 


MOVING couple tragically died a week 
before their 44th wedding anniversary, an 
inquest heard yesterday. 

Michael Cowley, 68, and Mary Cowley, 67, 
both formerly of Kinross Close, 
Northampton, were found dead, lying in 
their bed. 

They were discovered on March 4 this 
year by PC Edward Horsburgh after he had 
to force entry into their home. 

When he went upstairs and entered the 
bedroom he noticed Mr Cowley on the bed 
but initially did not see Mrs Cowley who 
was under the covers. 

He said he saw a blood stained knife and 
Mr Cowley had superficial cuts which he 
thought were self-inflicted. 

In her evidence Mrs Cowley’s sister Joan 
Wright told the court how the couple, who 
had no children, were married on March 11, 
1967, at St James Church. 


She regularly kept in touch with her 
sister, meeting every Sunday night until 
Christmas 2010. It was around this time 
Mrs Cowley discovered she had colon 
cancer. 

Ms Wright found out about her sister’s 
death when she received a phone call from 
the police asking if she knew Mr and Mrs 
Cowley. 

Dr Molyneux from Northampton General 
Hospital who carried out the postmortem 
gave the cause of death of Mr Cowley as 
pulmonary infraction and pulmonary 
thromboembolism. 

He gave the cause of death of Mrs 
Cowley as acute myocardial insufficiency, 
hypertensive heart disease and 
chemotherapy for adenocarcinoma of 
colon. 

Coroner Anne Pember said both deaths 
were due to natural causes. 


£551k spent 
on four top 
council staff

MORE than half a million 
pounds of taxpayers’ money is 
spent each year on just four top 
staff members’ salaries at 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

And the cash-strapped 
authority - which needs to save 
£137 million over four years - 
forked out a further £13,703.716 
in expenses in the last two years 
for the four senior officers. 

The figures, released online by 
the council as part of the 
national open data scheme, 
show that top earner chief exec¬ 
utive Paul Blantern is 
taking home £161,289 annually. 

Not far behind him are Tony 
Ciaburro, director of environ¬ 
ment, development and 
transport and Charlie MacNally, 
director of adult and children’s 
services, who each pocket 
£132,648 every year. 

And Alex Hopkin, director of 
customers, communities and 
learning, takes home an annual

salary of £124,632. And while Mr 
Blantern takes home the very 
lowest end of his salary bracket, 
the other three authority bosses 
are being given the highest 
amount available for their roles. 

All four salaries add up to a 
total of £551,217 each year. 

A spokesman for 

Northamptonshire County 
Council explained the team are 
responsible for an annual 


expenditure budget of £1 billion 
and a staff of 17,000. 

He said: “Our salaries reflect 
the responsibilities associated 
with the posts while being 
mindful of the necessity of 
providing value for money 

“Earlier this year, we intro¬ 
duced a new structure which 
saw a reduction in the number 
of directors as well as a smaller

Depressed dad never got 
over death of his father

A CORONER’S court held in 
Northampton yesterday heard the 
tragic story of how a father of two 
hanged himself. 

Ronald Fagan, 48, formerly of Watling 
Street, Towcester, was found hanging on 
Saturday, October 30 at around 7.20am in 
South View, Kislingbury, by dog walker 
Richard Howey. 

Initially, Mr Howey thought he saw a 
silhouette hanging behind some bushes 
and thought it was something to do with 
Halloween or Guy Fawkes’ night. 

When he took a closer look he saw it 
was a man and immediately called the 
police and an ambulance. 

Paramedics were on the scene as 
quickly as possible but it was clear when 
they arrived that Mr Fagan was dead. 

The inquest heard how Mr Fagan had 
left Berrywood Hospital at 5.45pm on 
Friday, October 29. 

He said he was going out for a 30 
minute walk, which he was entitled to, 
but he made his way to the field. 

There he phoned staff at 6.20pm to tell 
them he was in the middle of field with a 
rope and he was going to kill himself. 

Roslyn Chamberlain-Jones, who took 
the call, tried to persuade him to come 
back. 

She told him if he could see lights from 
the houses to head towards them and if 
he could see a sign to tell them and they 



would come and fetch him. This is when 
the call ended. 

The inquest heard how Mr Fagan had 
tried to take his own life on two previous 
occasions in the two weeks before his 
death. 

The first incident happened on October 
17 when he was discovered by a member 
of the public in a car, parked in a lay-by, 
after he had taken a quantity of 
Temazepam tablets. 

A suicide note was found in the car 
stating he wanted to end his life. 

Four days later, he was sectioned under 
the mental health act at Berrywood 
Hospital in Northampton. 

On October 23 Dr Brian Timmins took 
Mr Fagan off the section order and he 
became an informal patient. 

The following day on October 24 he left 
the hospital for three hours. 

He was found by police on a bridge over 
the Ml near Kislingbury where he was 
threatening to jump in to the path of 


oncoming cars. Police were called and 
the motorway was closed. 

Mr Fagan was persuaded not to jump 
and was taken back to the hospital. 

The inquest heard Mr Fagan had been 
treated at Berrywood in 2005 and 2007. 

When giving his evidence, Dr Timmins 
explained Mr Fagan suffered from a 
severe depressive illness. 

He said Mr Fagan heard voices which 
told him to end his life but this came 
from his drinking. 

He told the inquest one of the factors 
which made Mr Fagan depressed was the 
death of his father 38 years ago. 

He was ten years old and had an 
argument with his father as he did not 
want to go to bed early. 

His father then suffered a heart attack 
and died and Mr Fagan never forgave 
himself. 

Dr Timmins added Mr Fagan also 
struggled to get over his poor childhood 
in Southern Ireland. 

Recording her verdict the coroner Anne 
Pember said: “He killed himself whilst 
the balance of his mind was disturbed.” 

His wife Dianne Fagan said: “Ron 
meant the world to us. 

“Although he had a long history of 
depression, he always tried to live a full 
life. His death has had a devastating 
effect on the entire family, especially our 
two children Alex, 19, and Charlotte, 18, 
who miss him so much. 

“Ron was well known locally and played 
a big part in our community.”

A SITE has been earmarked for a new 
skatepark in Northampton. 

Northampton Borough Council’s cabinet 
will consider the proposal to create the 
£250,000 facility on land it owns off 
Bedford Road at Midsummer Meadow 
when it meets next Wednesday.

MP welcomes 
court filming

A FORMER barrister 
turned MP has praised a 
national decision to lift 
the ban on Riming in law 
courts. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, 
welcomed the over¬ 
turning of the long-stand¬ 
ing restriction on broad¬ 
casting in court by Justice 
Secretary Kenneth Clarke 
on Tuesday. 

Broadcasters nation¬ 
wide will now be allowed 
to film judgements in 
England and Wales in a 
bid to improve public 
understanding of the 
justice system. 

Mr Ellis, who worked as 
a barrister until just under 
a year ago, said: “I’m very 
supportive of this. There’s 
an age old saying that 
justice must not only be 
done but it must be seen 
to be done. 

“The public have always 
been allowed access to 
the courts in the public 
gallery but allowing 
cameras to access the 
sentencing process will 
make it far more 
transparent.” 

Broadcasting will initial¬ 



ly be allowed from the 
Court of Appeal and will 
expand to the Crown 
Court in future. 

The permitted filming 
will only be of judges' 
summary remarks at the 
end of a trial - victims, 
witnesses, offenders and 
jurors will not be filmed. 

Mr Ellis added: “It’s right 
to start these things one 
step at a time. 

“The Court of Appeal 
will still be of great 
interest to the public. I 
think it will be very 
popular. 


“The passing of the 
sentence normally only 
takes a few minutes. But 
that can still be a good 
thing. It is better than no 
camera at all. 

“The judges will have an 
opportunity to say why 
they are passing the 
sentence. I think it will 
encourage judges to be 
more vocal. 

“Once the curtain has 
lifted it’s likely that other 
steps will follow. I think 
there’s room for further 
expansion. But you would 
need barristers’ consent 
to film them. 

“This is quite a big step 
for this traditional profes¬ 
sion.” 

Filming in English 
courts has been banned 
since 1925. Cameras have 
been allowed in 
Scotland's courts since 
1992 but only if all parties 
involved have given their 
consent. 

In addition to allowing 
broadcasting, Mr Clarke 
announced that an 
unprecedented level of 
information about the 
performance of courts 
will be published in the 
future to allow the public 
to see how their local 
courts are working.

Lets put an end to animal experiments 


SOME medical research 
charities that conduct 
appallingly cruel animal 
experiments are receiving 
millions of pounds every year 
in donations from the public. 

This is despite the fact that 
a new NOP opinion poll 
shows that 82 per cent of 
people would not knowingly 
give to a medical research or 
health charity that funds 
animal research. How can 
this be? 

The only answer is that the 
public is being kept in the 
dark about the nature of the 
research these charities are 
funding. 

Animal Aid’s recent 
campaign, at the heart of 
which is a scientific report, 
Victims of Charity, reveals 
that charity-funded 
researchers have deliberately 


damaged monkeys’ brains 
with toxic chemicals, slowly 
and systematically destroyed 
the hearts of dogs and 
injected mice with cancerous 
tissue. 

The report’s authors 
conclude that laboratory 
experiments on animals 
produce information that 
cannot be reliably applied to 
human medicine - and can 
even be dangerously mis¬ 
leading.

Neighbouring authority 

Bedford Borough Council pay

Paying out to take 
fly-tipping action

NORTHAMPTON Borough 
Council forked out almost half a 
million pounds on clearing up 
and fining people for dumping 
rubbish last year. 

Figures released by the 
Countryside Alliance show that 
from April 2010 to March 2011 
there were 7,230 reported cases of 
fly-tipping in Northampton, 
putting it in the top ten per cent 
of highest cases out of more than 
300 authorities across the 
country. 

The council spent £319,199 
clearing up the items which were 
thrown away around the 
borough. 

From this the authority took 


enforcement action 3,732 times 
at a cost of £138,681 to the tax¬ 
payers. 

Out of these there were 18 
successful prosecutions for illegal 
fly-tipping. 

Cllr John Yates, portfolio holder 
for planning and the environ¬ 
ment, said: “There is no excuse 
for littering or fly-tipping. 

“It is an absolute disgrace for 
civilised people to be so dirty. The 
council takes it very seriously and 
as such we will be trying to prose¬ 
cute as many people as we can. 

“We have a duty to keep the 
place clean and tidy but the 
ironic thing is it is the taxpayers 
who then have to pay for it, 
ultimately.” 

In the report, the largest 
number of cases was in the 


London Borough of Newham 
where 38,746 dumps were report¬ 
ed in 12 months, although the 
cost was not given. 

The London Borough of 
Lewisham came in second with 
38,450 cases, costing 
£1,324,548.154 to clear up and 
third was Hammersmith and 
Fulham with 30,894 reports, cost¬ 
ing £195,267 to sort out. 

Alice Barnard, chief executive of 
the Countryside Alliance, said: 
“Fly-tipping is a crime that perpe¬ 
trators can get away with. 

“We need a coordinated plan 
which ensures people who fly-tip 
are caught and punished and 
provides greater support to local 
authorities and landowners who 
bear the brunt of the cost of clear¬ 
ing up the mess.

Let’s make NHS 
plans work for 
people using it 


N EARLY six months ago I 

wrote about the NHS Health 
and Social Care Bill currently 
going through Parliament and the 
rebellion against the Coalition 
Government proposal to 
reorganise the NHS which took 
place at the Lib Dem conference 
held in Sheffield in March of this 
year. 

At that time Liberal Democrat 
campaigners spoke up and spoke 
out against the proposals in the Bill 
calling them “damaging and 
unjustified” voting against the 
reforms in a number of key areas. 

Liberal Democrats voted almost 
unanimously at that conference in 
Sheffield to give councillors a 
central role in GP commissioning 
and in scrutinising foundation 
trusts. 

They called for a ban on all 
cherry-picking by private 
companies offering treatment 
services. 

The Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg stated in his speech at the 
conference, that he is totally 
opposed to the privatisation of 
health and an undue emphasis on 
competition. 

A week later, at a meeting with 
the Prime Minister David Cameron, 
Mr Clegg outlined the concerns 
raised and debated at conference 
with the PM that major changes 
were needed to clarify and amend 
the Health and Social Care Bill in 
order to reassure people. 

The point was also made that 
Liberal Democrats had a clear 
mandate to argue for changes to 
the Bill which is unpopular, little 


understood and seen as the sort of 
top-down reorganisation the 
Coalition had vowed not to 
enforce. 

The Government acted and 
listened, spending three months 
asking doctors and patients for 
suggested changes. 

Plans to make GPs responsible 
for commissioning health services 
could now slip past the current 
2013 deadline. Private firms will be 
banned from ‘cherry picking’ the 
most lucrative parts of the NHS. 

The Bill will spell out that every 
GP doesn’t have to take on 
responsibilities but can leave it to 
others in their area. 

The new NHS regulator will 
prioritise value for money, rather 
than promoting the free market in 
health services. 

Councillors will sit on the GP 
consortia which will run the health 
service, giving local democratic 
accountability. 

The debate over NHS reforms 
has shown that Liberal Democrats 


in Coalition have a very distinctive 
voice and a different view about 
what changes there should be, 
that they will fight and fight again 
to protect the people’s interest in 
our beloved NHS. 

The battle within the Coalition 
continues this week with the Bill 
being debated in the House of 
Commons and then the House of 
Lords. 

Mr Clegg said: “This debate is not 
a football match, we are not about 
to defeat our coalition partners, we 
are here to put together sensible 
propositions through an open 
process of Government 
framework in which you listen to 
the public, you listen to the 
professionals and you arrive at the 
right conclusion.” 

In Sheffield, the City of Steel, six 
months ago, the Coalitions Plans 
for the NHS were tempered, a 
Liberal Democrat moderating 
element was demonstrated, 
forged and hardened, may it go 
from strength to strength.

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Hospital’s £150k 
service gets chop

A HOSPITAL is axing a 
service that helps 
patients deal with 
psychological problems 
relating to their illness in 
a bid to save almost 
£150,000 every year. 

In just over a month 
Northampton General 
Hospital will cease to be 
the provider of the 
county’s clinical health 
psychology services as 
part of the hospital’s plan 
to save £30 million over 
the next two years. 

From October 21 this 
year the medical facility 
will no longer have this 
service for patients, 
resulting in the loss of four 
jobs - two clinical 
psychologists and two 
secretaries. 

However, the help will 
still be provided by NHS 
Northamptonshire at 
current community 
providers of psychological 
treatment. 

Patients who have been 
experiencing psychologi¬ 
cal problems related to 
their injury, illness or 
long-term condition have 



been contacted and 
advised how their future 
care can be coordinated. 

This is to ensure that all 
patients remain support¬ 
ed and that they have 
continuity of care. 

Christine Allen, director 
of operations, said: “The 
health psychology service 
is one of many we have 
been reviewing as part of 
the hospital’s transforma¬ 
tion programme, with the 
aim of refocusing the 
services we provide. 

“This particular service 
is one that has been 
provided by Northampton 
General Hospital for a 
number of years but is 
one that is not tradition¬ 
ally offered by acute 
hospitals. The service is 


not commissioned or part 
of the contract that the 
trust has with NHS 
Northamptonshire. 

“Following a consulta¬ 
tion which began in May 
with affected staff, trust 
consultants and the 
primary care trust, it has 
been agreed that the 
service at Northampton 
General Hospital should 
cease on October 21.” 

Closing the department 
will produce savings for 
Northampton General 
Hospital of £147,245 per 
year, and the small 
number of staff affected 
are all fully aware of the 
plans. 

A spokesman for NHS 
Milton Keynes and NHS 
Northamptonshire pri¬ 
mary care trust cluster 
said: “We continue to 
commission a range of 
psychology services from 
primary mental health 
providers such as 
Changing Minds as well as 
secondary mental health 
provision from the 
Northamptonshire 
Healthcare Foundation 
Trust which provides the 
majority of mental health 
services in the county.”

Mum-to-be 

left by road 
as thieves 
snatch car

A YOUNG pregnant woman 
was left stranded by the side 
of the road after ‘a good 
Samaritan’ stole her car. 

Charlotte Baker, who is nine 
months pregnant, saw her 
vehicle disappear when a 
man she thought was helping 
change her flat tyre instead 
jumped into her blue Porsche 
911 and drove off. 

Miss Baker, 28, stopped by 
the side of the road when she 
realised one of the rear tyres 
of her partner’s sports car was 
flat. 

She was waiting for help 
when two men in a white 
transit van stopped and 
changed the tyre for her. 

He then put the flat tyre, 
which was still attached to 
the alloy wheel, in the back of 
the van before jumping into 
the driver’s seat of the 
Porsche and driving off in her 
car. 

The victim was stranded for 
some time until an elderly 
man offered her a lift home. 

The driver of the transit van 
is described as being aged 40 
to 50, overweight, with curly 
unkempt hair and was smok¬ 
ing a cigarette. 


The passenger, who 
changed the tyre, is described 
as being clean shaven, aged 
between 30 and 40, with a 
tanned complexion. He was 
wearing stone washed jeans 
and a beige checked shirt. 

Miss Baker said: “I am angry 
but I have got over my shock. 

“I am disgusted that some¬ 
one would prey on a young, 
heavily pregnant woman. 

“They had the bare faced 
cheek to pretend they were 
helping out of an act of kind¬ 
ness but playing me the 
whole of the time. 

“The man who helped me 
was chatty and I had no 
reason to be suspicious. I 
would certainly recognise 
him again. 

“I have grown up in a rural 
area and that is probably why 
part of me is so trusting. 

“I did not think it would 
happen at all. I am left as a 
victim of crime.” 

The theft happened on the 
road between Byfield and 
Boddington, near Daventry, 
between 10.30am and 
11.30am on Wednesday, 
August 31.

THE future of libraries across 
Northamptonshire is back in the 
spotlight with aims to reduce costs by 
up to 50 per cent. 

During the past few months, 
Northamptonshire County Council has 
been speaking with key groups and 
organisations already involved with 
libraries such as friends groups and 
district, borough, parish and town 
councils to get their feedback about how 
the service can be developed despite the 
ongoing financial challenges. 

The consultation is based around five 
key themes aiming to make libraries 
more self-supporting over the next four 
years 

These are: 

■ Jobs and prosperity centres 

■ Community hubs 

■ Helping people to help each other 

■ Maximising community contribu¬ 
tions 

■ Transforming libraries 

Cabinet member for customer services, 
Cllr Heather Smith, said: “The difficult 
financial challenges we are facing mean 
we need to find a realistic way to achieve 
this as we simply cannot afford to 
continue to completely fund the library 
service ourselves. 

“We have already talked to our partners 
in other councils, not to mention our 
growing numbers of friends of the library 
groups and they have contributed to the 
first draft of the review. 

“This review sets out a plan where 
instead of closing libraries or reducing 
opening hours, we diversify the way 
libraries are funded. 

“We intend to review how we are doing 
in summer 2013 as a mid-point but if 
progress is not on track we will have to 
consider closures once again.” 

People can hear more about the review 
at public meetings on September 10 at 
Northampton Central Library from 
10am to noon and September 17 at 
Weston Favell Library from 10am to 
noon and Wellingborough Library from 
2pm to 4pm.

with so many old friends including 
Michael Pennington, Jane Bertish and 
Cherie Lunghi, and some really talented 
younger actors.” 

McKellen is also, once again, teamed 
up with Sean Mathias who directed 
Samuel Becket’s Waiting for Godot, the 
immensely successful production that 
ran for a week at MK Theatre in 2009. 
And he’s pleased to be coming back. 

“I had a wonderful time in Milton 
Keynes. It was the first time the play 
really took off. The audience got the 
humour and their response really lifted 
the production; we were all very 
surprised and delighted.” 

Speaking of being surprised and 
delighted, it’s always a welcome relief 
when someone as distinguished and 
famous as the star of such major movies 
as X-Men, The Da Vinci Code and The 
Lord of the Rings Trilogy, who is also a 
leading player with both the National 
Theatre and the Royal Shakespeare 
Company, is not only prepared to give 
you the time of day but is also eminently 
approachable and charming. 

There are far less celebrated actors 
around who bring far greater egos to the 
interview table. 

“The challenge in this play” he says, “is 
trying to be Italian without resorting to 
cod accents.

If I’m asked to do 
it in London, well, that would be 
marvellous!” 

Sir Ian is not free because of a prior 
commitment. 

“I try not to play the same part over and 
over again - though having said that, the 



day after we finish the tour in Milton 
Keynes, I am due to fly back to New 
Zealand where filming is underway on 
The Hobbit in which I play Gandalf, a 
part I played in The Lord of the Rings 
trilogy.” 

Ah, Sir Ian, how could we not be aware 
of that strand of your career that sees 
you cast as the all-powerful, mortality- 
defying wizard, Gandalf? 

“Nowadays, I tend to get offered parts 
playing very, very old people. Don 
Antonio is about 75 years old. . .” he 
pauses, “which doesn’t seem so old to 
me now.” 

It is 50 years since, at the Belgrade 
Theatre in Coventry, Sir Ian stepped out 
onto a stage for the very first time. 

On September 4, he celebrated his half 
century as an actor, by hiring the theatre 
where it all began for the evening.

Hyundai is electric 


THIS week Hyundai will 
showcase its ix35 Fuel Cell 
Electric Vehicle [FCEV] for 
the first time in the UK at 
EcoVelocity, the low- 
carbon motor festival in 
London. 

Visitors will be among the 
first in the world to 
experience future travel in 
a hydrogen-powered car, 
with passenger rides 
available. 

The vehicle is Hyundai’s 
third-generation FCEV and 
it demonstrates the 
company’s work on 
cutting-edge alternative 
fuels. 

Boasting the same 
convenience as today’s 
vehicles powered by 
traditional internal 
combustion engines, the 
ix35 FCEV has a driving 
range of 360miles, a 
maximum speed of 
lOOmph and can do zero 
to 62mph in 12.8 seconds. 

The fuel cell stack can 
operate at sub-zero 
temperatures as low as - 
25 degrees Celsius and 
unlike a combustion- 
engined car, the ix35’s only 


emissions are water vapour. 

This vehicle moves 
Hyundai closer to the 
commercialisation of fuel 
cell electric vehicles and 
the aim is to bring an FCEV 
to market in the next few 
years. 

Earlier this year, the 
Hyundai Motor Group 
signed a memorandum of 
understanding with four 
Northern European 
countries to operate test 
fleets of FCEVs. 

Test drives have already 
been carried out in Korea 
and Copenhagen. 

Hyundai UK’s managing 
director, Tony Whitehorn, 
said: “We are extremely 
excited to be showcasing 
the ix35 FCEV in the UK 
for the first time at 
EcoVelocity. 

“Hyundai is a world leader 
in the development of 
hydrogen-powered 
technology and is 
constantly researching and 
developing modes of 
transportation that use 
alternative fuels at the 
Eco-technology research 


institute in Mabuk, Korea. 

"The ultimate goal would 
be to see zero-emission 
vehicles on UK roads 
within the next few years 
however, the market and 
local infrastructure will be 
the real determinant of 
this. 

“In the interim, Hyundai is 
working hard to make 
internal combustion 
engines as efficient as 
possible.” 

Also featuring on the 
Hyundai stand at the event 
will be the sub-lOOg/km 
C02 ilO Blue and the 
recently launched i20 
Blue. 

The ilO Blue is powered by 
a 1.0-litre Kappa three- 
cylinder petrol engine 
returning an impressive 
67.3mpg combined.

Ashton ready for the real 
stuff in World Cup opener 

CHRIS Ashton is desperate to take his top form off the 
training pitch and showcase it in front of the watching 
millions when England go into battle against Argentina in 
their opening Rugby World Cup match on Saturday. 

The Northampton Saints wing has had a frustrating pre¬ 
season, only playing in the final warm-up game against 
Ireland after his recovery from a knee operation suffered a 
set back due to a separate ankle injury which ruled him out 
of the penultimate preparation game against Wales in 
Cardiff. 

But the 24-year-old said he is firing on all cylinders in 
training and is now desperate to transfer that to 
tournament rugby and carrying on form of scoring nine 
tries in as many international Tests. 

“Fortunately I did get one game under my belt which I 
think I needed to knock that rust off and get used to the 
timing of play,” he said. “It was good to do that, it wasn’t the 
best game for the back three, we didn’t get much of the 
ball, but sometimes the games go like that and a win is a 
win. If every game in this tournament ends up like that I’ll 
take it. 

“I feel good in training but playing is always a bit different 
and you’ve got to get used to it. That’s normally what the 
warm-up games are for but they’ve gone now. There isn’t 
any option, it’s got to be full-on on Saturday.” 

Ashton knows England must be mindful of the threats 
from Santiago Phelan’s Pumas side, who finished third four 
years ago, but he says the Six Nations champions are fully 
prepared for them. 

“They like to play rugby and they’ve got a big pack, 
they’re an aggressive team and they often do well in this 
tournament,” he said. “Having them first game up is going 
to be a big ask, the first game is always the hardest game, 
everyone is up for it and it sets the tone for the 
tournament. They are difficult to plan for because they like 
to play rugby, they’ve got the people who can do that in 
the right places and they’ve also got the lads who can 
throw themselves around in defence. It’s hard to play 
against but you’ve got to study that and be ready for every 
move they are going to make. We’ll be ready.”

BRIAN Clough and Peter Taylor used to 
give the same speech to a player when they 
signed him. It went: “Son, the first time we 
can replace you with a better player, we’ll 
do it without blinking an eyelid. That’s 
what we’re paid to do - to produce the best 
side and to win as many things as we can.” 

Quite whether Northampton Saints direc¬ 
tor of rugby Jim Mallinder says anything 
remotely similar to the football management 
duo that enjoyed success at both Derby 
County and Nottingham Forest is up for de¬ 
bate, but he has certainly never been one to 
let talented players slip through his grasp. 

Part of his summer recruitment drive has 
been enforced by various international 
call-ups that have affected his side. Yet the 
likes of Samu Manoa, Martin Roberts, Noah 
Cato, Tom May and Ryan Lamb all showed 
in Sunday’s Aviva Premiership opener that 
they have not merely been brought in to 
make up the numbers. 

Despite several impressive showings from 
the new boys, it was Lamb who grabbed the 
headlines after landing a 77th minute 
penalty that secured the 26-24 win. He had 
come on as a replacement at ten for 
Stephen Myler, and had missed one from 
the touchline just minutes earlier. 

“Both fly halves played well and that’s 
exactly what we want,” said Mallinder. 
“Stephen Myler played well, he kicked his 
goals and put us in some good field posi¬ 
tion, but Ryan Lamb did the same. 

“He was unlucky not to convert from the 
touchline -1 think the wind just changed as 
he was kicking - but it took a lot of nerve for 
him to step up there and nail that penalty 
with two or three minutes to go, so that’s a 
lot of credit to him. 

“He has had a really good pre-season and 
we’ve been playing him and Stephen 
together. 

“They’ve been sharing the game time and 
it will be good if both of them are playing 
well moving forwards. 

“I think he can be a very good player. You 
don’t see many Ryan Lambs playing rugby 
and he’s an instinctive footballer. 

“He’s probably one of the best passers in 
the game and he backs that up with a good 
kicking game as well. We’re delighted that 
we have got him here.” 

Myler, who kicked five from five to end the 
day with a perfect record with the boot, put 
the hosts in front with a 13th minute 
penalty before providing the final pass, a 
deft, one-handed offload, that sent man of 
the match Phil Dowson through for a try on 
20 minutes. 

Tim Taylor had got Gloucester on the 
scoreboard with a penalty two minutes 
before that and the Cherry and Whites were 
level on 23 minutes when impressive 
centre Jonny May charged down Greig 
Tonks’ clearance and won the footrace to 
dot down. 

Taylor converted and added a second 
penalty on the half hour. However, it was 



the Saints that would take the lead going 
into the break thanks to livewire scrum half 
Roberts taking the quick tap from a free kick 
five metres out and planting the ball at the 
base of the posts. 

Myler booted two more penalties inside 
the first ten minutes of the second period, 
the second of which saw Gloucester captain 
Peter Buxton sin-binned for killing the ball. 
Yet, as the match headed into the final 
quarter, the fightback began. 

Replacement Freddie Burns put over a 
penalty on the hour and 11 minutes later 
the dangerous Charlie Sharpies finished off 
a fine move that was started by a rampag¬ 
ing run from Lesley Vainikolo. The conver¬ 
sion was missed, but Burns made amends 


with a 76th minute drop goal. However, 
almost straight from the restart the visitors 
infringed, allowing Lamb the chance to 
restore Northampton’s lead. He duly shook 
off his previous miss to send the ball 
between the sticks and Saints held on in the 
dying minutes to secure the win. 

Mallinder admitted that there are areas to 
improve on, saying: “At this stage of the 
season you very rarely get a full 80 minute 
performance, but we had a couple of 
opportunities which we blew. 

“We got ahead, but they scored a good try 
to come back into the game and the try they 
got in the first half was unfortunate with the 
charge down.

The visit of Torquay is followed four days later 
by a trip to promoted AFC Wimbledon - both of 
whom find themselves sitting in the play-off 
places in the early season standings. 

And after fighting back to earn a point at Roots 
Hall, Lee is now looking for the side to push on 
and secure three points as they bid to climb the 
table and join their upcoming opponents amongst 
the early season frontrunners. 

Lee said: “We try and win every football game, 
we aren’t going to come here and settle for a 
draw. Even at 2-2 we want to win it, but that’s the 
sort of players we have got in there - they don’t 
know when they are beaten. We haven’t had a 
great deal of luck so far this season, but we had a 
little bit today and hopefully now we can push on 
this Saturday. It would nice to be in front in one of 
the games though. The last game we won was 
Aldershot when we went one up early and you’ve 
got something to hang onto. It’s important to 
score the first goal.” 


Hungary. He Sutil said: “I think our car is more 
consistent on all tracks rather than just being 
strong on the quick circuits.

Reeve planning a 
swap of divisions 

BOXING 

NATHAN Reeve is planning to join a small group 
of British fighters by dropping down to super 
flyweight ahead of his first outing of the new 
boxing season. 

Just eight active UK boxers are listed in the 
division by BoxRec.com, while the British title 
has not been contested since Lee Haskins 
outpointed Don Broadhurst in 2009. 

The move down looks set to open up plenty of 
opportunities for Northampton’s Reeve, 
including a possible appearance in the planned 
Prizefighter super flyweight tournament. 

Promoter PJ Rowson is also eyeing a title shot 
for his young prospect towards the end of next 
year, but the former Far Cotton Boys amateur is 
aware that the smaller pool of boxers at that 
level means he will have to progress quicker 
than before. 

“Some people say it’s quite lucky and it is in a 
way, but I’ve got to take on more responsibility 
and learn quicker as well because, if I’m going 
to get to the top quicker, then I’m going to have 
to be progressing just as much,” he said. 

“I’ve actually made the weight before. When I 
fought Delroy Spencer I weighed in the week 
before the fight at eight stone three on the 
Sunday morning, before I had my breakfast or 
anything. 

“I know I can make the weight, especially the 
day before weigh in, but I’m not going to kill 
myself to do it just yet because it is really hard 
with the diet and training you have to put in. 

“It’s something I can do and I’m comfortable, I 
still feel really strong at that weight and there’s 
no reason I shouldn’t go for it.” 

Reeve returns to the ring for the fifth fight of 
his pro career on Saturday, October 8, at Walsall 
Town Hall, on the undercard of Lee Glover’s 
International Masters featherweight title 
defence against Dai Davies. 

It will come just over a year since the 21-year- 
old made his debut with a second round 
stoppage of Nicolae Mitica, and he feels that he 
is a much improved boxer. 

Reeve said: “This week I had my brain scan, 
medical and blood tests, and I was saying that I 
can’t believe it has been a year since I had them 
done. It has just gone so quickly, but in that 
time I have made such an improvement. It’s just 
knowledge of the game and the pace is much 
changed. 

“When I was an amateur I used to go all out 
every round and used to blow myself out. 

“I’ve learnt the pace more, adapting to three 
minute rounds is different and you need to fight 
at that pace, but it is working nicely so far.” 

His next contest will be only the second time 
Reeve has fought outside of his home town in 
his fledgling paid career, having previously 
faced Delroy Spencer in Bath last November. 

‘Cotton Boy’ is keen to get out on the road 
more though, and with his promoter and trainer 
wanting to keep him busy he is set to get 
plenty of chances to do that. 

“It gets your face about and gets you 
recognised,” said Reeve. 

“I know a few of the fighters up there [in 
Walsall] because I train up there and I know a 
couple of people, but it would be nice to get 
somewhere else in the country and show other 
people what I can do. When I boxed in Bath I 
had people add me on Facebook that were 
from that area and now they’re following my 
boxing career. If you go to different places and 
impress people then you’re going to get more 
people following and more support.” 


Lee hopes Town have hit turning point 
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Pumas will need 
more than Hart 
to beat England 

DYLAN Hartley is predicting England will 
come up against a physical and feisty 
Argentina side when they open their Rugby 
World Cup account on Sunday, but has said 
that passion won’t be enough for victory. 

The Northampton Saints skipper could 
never be labelled a shrinking violet and 
plans to match the intensity of his 
opponents, but believes that the Red Rose 
have the superior ability to brush aside the 
South American nation. 

“No one goes onto the field who isn’t 
passionate about the game, especially in the 
World Cup,” the 25-year-old said. “But 
perhaps Argentina show it in a different 
way. We’re just as passionate as they are, 
but passion isn’t always enough to win 
games - you need to be skilful, you need to 
be physical, and hopefully on Saturday night 
we’ll show that.” 

The match in the city of Dunedin’s Otago 
Stadium will be where England play their 
first three matches before switching to 
Auckland next month to face Scotland. 

After arriving over a week ago, the hooker 
has said that he and his team-mates are 
now raring to go with minds focused on 
Argentina. 

“They’re a difficult team to play against,” 
said Hartley. “Traditionally they are physical, 
passionate and large men and it will be a big 
test for us this weekend. 

“But trust me, we’ll be up for it, the last 
few days in training have been fairly 
physical. It’s our first week of full training 
since we’ve been here and we need to 
concentrate on the task in hand.” 

Hartley yesterday bought his first ever car 
while out in New Zealand - a mint condition 
1963 Vauxhall Victor - which he plans to 
drive to help him unwind in between 
matches and training. 

He said: “It’s the first weekend and I think 
it’s important to be fairly focused on the task 
ahead. Just as important, when we’re not 
training, it is so important to get away from 
this place, go out, see things and keep 
yourself fresh because it can end up a bit 
like Big Brother if you’re stuck in the hotel all 
the time. You need to experience the culture 
of New Zealand and really buy into it.”
